The survey results showed 
that majority of Virginia resi- 
dents support the legalization. 

“Of the 1,001 state resi- 
dents surveyed Sept. 25-29, 
71 percent said that the use of 
medical marijuana with a pre- 
scription should be legalized, 
with 23 percent believing that 
it should remain illegal and 
the rest were unsure,” accord- 
ing to a UMW press release

The Denver Broncos are 
the darlings of this NFL sea- 
son, but elsewhere in the AFC 
West, the Kansas City Chiefs 
have begun to stir up their 
own buzz. The Chiefs are cur- 
rently tied with the Broncos 
atop the division, leading with 
a perfect 6-0 season thus far. 

Before the season, the Chiefs 
were a cool pick to make as a 
wild card, with a fresh quar- 
terback and a new, well-re- 
vered head coach. However, 
the team’s impressive play 
changed the conversation. 
Why settle for the wild card? 

Offense is flashy and fun, 
explaining the country’s ob- 
session with Peyton Manning 
and the Broncos and Den- 
ver posted all sorts of record 
breaking offensive totals 
through the first six weeks. 
Something to keep in mind 
though is the old adage, “de- 
fense wins championships.” 

The Kansas City Chiefs 
have been the Bizarro Bron- 
cos, accumulating historic 
defensive numbers after the 
first six games. In fact, the 
Chiefs’ defense is 126 percent 
better than the NFL’s aver- 
age defense in terms of yard- 
age and points surrendered.
